TO:     MEMBERS  OF  LANSDOWNE  COLLEGE 


A  college  is  a  group  of  buildings,  a  number  of  people,  a  variety  of  human 
interests  and  aims.     Its  strength  lies  in  its  spirit  and,  indeed,  in  diversity. 
With  the  opportunity  for  contact  between  various  views,  there  is  a  chance  for  a 
meeting  of  minds  not  always  in  agreement,  a  chance  for  understanding  if  not  always 
compromise  and  for  greater  perspective  at  least. 

There  is  enormous  potential  to  be  developed  and  the  occasion  to  broaden 
the  base  of  our  college  activities,  by  so  doing  to  expand  our  knowledge  of  disciplines 
other  than  our  own  through  contact  with  participants  in  them  and  to  come  to  know 
some  of  the  experiences  and  beliefs  of  other  members. 

This  year  we  have  been,  to  say  the  least,  handicapped  by  the  completion 
date  of  our  buildings.     Nevertheless,  the  spirit  of  Lansdowne  has  shown  itself  in 
a  number- of  ways.    The  dinner-discussion  evenings  have  met  with  good  response.  The 
athletics  programme  is  expanding.    Members  are  making  use  of  the  facilities  offered. 
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The  coffee  hours  -  occasions  for  informal  chat  -  have  drawn  less  well,  probably  as 
much  through  pressure  of  time  and  afternoon  classes  as  much  as  anything.     A  film 
series  is  planned  and  a  greatly  increased  list  of  activities  is  being  readied  for 
the  autumn.     But  the  success  of  any  activity  depends  on  participation,  and  for  it 
to  happen  at  all  there  have  to  be  ideas,  planning  -  people  who  want  it  to  work. 
The  Programme  Committee,  for  example,  would  value  suggestions,  help  -  and 
criticism.    We  have  made  a  good  beginning,  but  we  are  not  looking  to  any  laurels. 
There  is  much  to  be  done  and  much  that  we  can  do. 

The  Master  and  Fellows  are  anxious  to  do  everything  they  can  to  ensure 
the  success  of  the  college  experience  for  the  members  of  Lansdowne.    They  would 
particularly  like  to  meet  many  more  members,  to  come  to  know  something  of  their 
interests.     Their  role  as  defined  when  the  positions  were  created  included 
responsibility  for  the  development  within  the  College  of  an  educational,  cultural, 
social,  and  recreational  programme  complementary  to  the  general  work  of  the 
University,  encouragement  and  promotion  of  participation  in  College  life  by  non- 
resident students,  responsibility  for  the  general  internal  management  of  the 
College  as  a  physical  entity.    The  Fellows  plan  to  look  at  their  role  carefully 
to  see  whether  it  needs  redef iiition .    Any  students  who  would  like  to  discuss  this 
matter  and  to  offer  comments  and  suggestions  are  invited  to  see  Dr.  Juncker.  (He 
is  always  in  the  College  on  Friday  afternoons.) 

The  College  Council,  which  looks  after  the  overall  planning  and 
direction  for  Lansdowne,  is  composed  of  the  Master  (chairman)  the  five  Fellows, 
and  five  students  (two  elected  by  the  members  in  residence  and  three  elected  by 
the  non-resident  members).    The  student  members  of  the  Council  who  will  serve  for 
the  1970-1971  session  will  be  elected  this  spring.     Nominations  for  the  non-residents 
will  close  at  5  p.m.,  7  March,  1970;  the  voting  will  take  place  on  13  March,  1970. 
The  ballot  box  will  be  placed  outside  the  entrance  to  the  Tundra  Room  (Commons 
Block  -  Lansdowne  side).    A  nomination  form  is  attached  at  the  end  of  this  newsletter. 
The  new  Council  takes  office  on  2  April,  1970. 

College  Ball

Programs  - 

The  dinner-discussions  will  be  continued  with  two  more  sessions  scheduled, 
probably  on  March  3  and  March  17.     We  hope  to  have  on  hand  some  personnel  represent- 
atives from  businesses,  some  M.L.A's,  perhaps  some  local  teachers  and  education 
officials,  and  some  representatives  of  youth  service  groups.     In  response  to 
requests,  President  Partridge  will  be  asked  back  for  an  evening. 

Watch  for  detailed  announcements. 


Due  to  lack  of  attendance  and  in  the  most  recent  case,  a  lack  of 
coffee  -  not  our  fault-  the  informal  coffee  hours  have  been  discontinued.  The 
Master  and  Fellows,  however,  remain  willing  and  available  to  discuss  student, 
college,  University  and  totally  unrelated  problems  and  ideas  at  most  times. 

Dr.  Juncker' s  office  -  room  103  in  the  office  wing  -  is  being  left  open  all  day 
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for  student  use.  The  Fellows  are  generally  available  in  the  office  wing,  at 
lunch,  or  through  the  secretary. 


A  modest  film  series  has  been  tentatively  arranged  for  the  remainder 
of  spring  term.     Scheduled,  but  not  yet  confirmed,  are: 

Antonioni's  "Blow-Up",  with  David  Hemmings  and  Vanessa  Redgrave    -  March  8. 

"Ride  the  High  Country",  an  unheralded  but  impressive  Western,  with 
Randolph  Scott  and  Joel  McCrea  -  March  22. 

Hitchcock's  "North  by  Northwest",  with  Cary  Grant  and  Eva  Marie  Saint  - 
April  12. 

Admission  prices  will  vary  with  the  cost  of  rental,  probably  25  -  35c 
for  college  members,  40  -  50c  for  others.    The  films  will  be  shown,  usually  twice, 
in  various  rooms  around  campus.    Again,  posters  will  advertise  and  confirm  times, 
places  and  the  films.     If  interest  warrants,  the  Program  Committee  plans  to  work 
this  summer  on  scheduling  a  full  series  of  films  for  the  fall  term. 


Athletics 

Organized  athletic  programs  do  a  great  deal  to  give  character  and 
feeling  to  groups  of  individuals.     By  being  members  of  Lansdowne  College,  we  all 
have  something  in  common,  yet  we  have  no  common  meeting  place.     This  year,  we 
have  attempted  to  bring  members  together  in  several  sports  programs.     In  the 
fall  term,  hockey  dominated  the  scene  but  we  did  manage  one  small  ping-pong 
tournament.    This  spring,  we  have  gone  with  hockey  again.    Also,  the  Residence 
Council  has  purchased  a  football,  soccer  ball,  volley  ball,  and  basketball,  all 
of  which,  along  with  darts  and  ping-pong  bats  are  available  for  members.  We 
have  managed  to  place  seven  teams,  three  women's  and  four  men's  into  the  intra- 
murals  basketball  program.    Much  of  our  work  this  year  has  been  hampered  by  the 
confusion  which  has  reigned  in  the  first  few  months  of  operation.     In  the  future, 
we  hope  to  develop  the  games  room  in  the  Commons  Block  and  to  plan  the  installation 
of  an  open  athletics  area  beside  the  residences.     I  would  like  to  see  a  greater  use 
made  of  the  Intramural  program  next  year.     I  would  remind  you  of  a  Craigdarroch- 
Lansdowne  Inter-College  championship  hockey  game  early  in  March  and  of  the 
beginning  of  intramural  volleyball  on  March  5th  and  men's  tennis  March  24th.

Council  - 

At  its  meetings  of  January  8,  22,  29  and  February  5,  the  College  Council: 

-  continued  its  investigation  of  providing  Lansdowne  members  with 
University-credit  courses  or  a  full  degree  program; 

-  approved  the  purchase  of  poster  materials  for  use  in  advertising 
College  functions; 

-  arranged  for  a  telephone  extension  to  be  put  through  to  the  General 
Office  so  that  Mrs.  Ferrier  could  take  messages  for  residents  during 
the  day; 

-  began  preparation  for  Council  elections  for  1970-71; 

-  re-affirmed  its  endorsement  of  CKVC  to  broadcast  in  the  Commons  Block; 

-  again  requested  that  the  Seminar  Dining  Room  be  unlocked  for  general 

use  of  college  members,  while  noting  that  in  many  cases  students  themselves 
were  locking  the  doors  so  that  others  would  be  unable  to  use  the  room;  /5 
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-  endorsed  residence  council  motions  calling  for  use  of  residence 
lounges  by  residents  and  their  guests  only.
